Warning is 
issued over 
alcohol move 


DRINKERS in Welshpool and Chirk 
could soon be crossing the border to 
the Oswestry area in order to access 
cheaper alcohol if minimum price 
plans go ahead in Wales, experts say. 

The Welsh Assembly said it will 
consult on plans to bring in a mini¬ 
mum charge of 50p per unit of alco¬ 
hol in the country. 

That could drive up the price of 
booze and lead to ‘drink tourism’ 
that could benefit businesses in 
Shropshire. Research suggests a 
charge of 50p per unit would save 
nearly £900 million over 20 years 
by cutting crime and illness, with 50 
fewer deaths a year. 

But critics warn that Welsh shops 
will see a slump in trade as people 
head to Shropshire for their alcohol. 

Miles Beale, Wine and Spirit Trade 
Association chief executive, said he is 
against the proposed price hike, add¬ 
ing: “The substantial cost of imple¬ 
mentation and enforcement, as well 
as the risk of losing shoppers across 
the border, is likely to hit Welsh busi¬ 
nesses and jobs and the UK Treasury 
is set to lose out in £llm in revenues 
directly.” 

The consultation will run until De¬ 
cember.

FRESH calls have been made for the A5 to be upgraded to a dual 
carriageway as it passes Oswestry after a three-lorry crash caused 
eight miles of chaotic traffic tailbacks. 

The calls come as the Welsh Government this week announced a long-awaited 
bypass for the A483 at Pant and Llanymynech had been earmarked for funding 
following a campaign which has lasted more than a decade. 

The lorry crash on the A5 on Friday last week caused gridlock around Oswestry. No¬ 
body was injured in the collision but the A5 was closed between the Mile End roundabout 
and the Whittington roundabout with long tailbacks on the A483 between Llynclys and 
Llanymynech as a result. The crash caused widespread disruption as many headed to Mid 
Wales and the coast on the first day of the school summer holidays. 

Oswestry Mayor Peter Cherrington said if the A5 road was dualled then there would 
be the possibility of running a contraflow system to keep the traffic moving in cases such 

as the crash on Friday. He said: “In some 
cases, for instance if there was a death, you 
would still have to close the carriageway 
so that the evidence wasn’t disturbed, but 
you’d have the option of a contraflow with 
a dual carriageway and you wouldn’t have 
such long tailbacks. 

“This is the original A5 haulage route 
and the main thoroughfare and part of the 
trans-Europe highway, so why has it not 
been done? I do feel that it should have 
been done 20 years ago when they did the 
Nesscliffe bypass, but it’s now going to cost 
much much more to do it because they’ve 
delayed.” 

While improvements to the A5 at 
Oswestry are still awaited, a campaign to 
have a bypass at Pant and Llanymynech 
appears to have taken a significant step 
forward. The cross-border bypass along the 
A483 has been highlighted as a key project 
for Mid Wales in the Welsh Government’s 
National Transport Finance Plan 2015, 
which was published this week. 

It is listed as a cross-border scheme to be 
financed from 2016 onwards. 

Councillor Dilys Gaskill, chairwoman of 
Pant & Llanymynech Parish Council, said 
the scheme’s inclusion was a good sign al¬ 
though she said she was wary of getting 
her hopes up for any work to begin in the 
near future. “We’ve got to start somewhere. 
It’s not the Tarmac going down yet but it’s 
small steps towards the end,” she said. 

“The only thing is will England join up 
or will it only be the Welsh bit of the road? 

“Glyn Davies our MP and Russell George 
our Assembly Member have been talking to 
the Welsh Assembly, and Owen Paterson, 
our other MF| is aware of it. I know there’s 
been a lot of negotiation going on between 
the MPs and AMs, so hopefully this will be 
the start of something happening.” 


Man admits 
carrying out 
‘brutal’ rape 

A MAN has admitted the “brutal 
and persistent” rape of a woman in 
Oswestry. 

Howard Long carried out the 
attack during the early hours of 
New Year’s Day. Long had denied 
one charge of rape, one count of 
attempted rape and two further 
charges of assault. 

But he changed his plea at Shrews¬ 
bury Crown Court on Monday, a day 
before he was due to stand trial. 

He will appear at Shrewsbury 
Crown Court on September 1 for 
sentence. Long, 31, of Melverley, was 
remanded in custody by Judge Robin 
Onions. 

Judge Onions said: “I want an 
assessment of your dangerousness. 
This was a serious offence. 

“It was a particularly brutal and 
persistent rape of a stranger, of the 
kind of which is thankfully very rare 
these days. You should expect a sen¬ 
tence of some length.” 

The victim was walking from 
Oswestry town centre following 
New Year’s Eve celebrations. She 
was walking on the B5069 in the 
direction of Welshpool when Long 
attacked her between 2.30am and 
3.20am on New Year’s Day.

“The question is will Mr Chipperfield 
take advantage of this offer or will he take 
his act to Europe?” 

Mr Chipperfield, however, said the ani¬ 
mals receive the best care. 

He added: “The cages the animals have 
exceed minimum requirements by 100 
per cent. 

“We work closely with zoo vets in Eng¬ 
land and Ireland. 

“Whether it is natural or not to keep 
them, the animals receive the best care 
and lead long and healthy lives.

Decorator jailed for theft 
of jewellery from property

A PAINTER and decorator has 
been jailed for stealing thou¬ 
sands of pounds worth of jewel¬ 
lery from a home he was working 
on. 

Andrew Owen took advantage of 
doors being left open at the property 
in Whittington to sneak inside while 
the owners were home and take gold 
bracelets and rings worth an estimat¬ 
ed £5,000. 

The 37-year-old then sold most of the 
jewellery to a dealer in Ellesmere for a pal¬ 
try £115 to fund his drug addiction, with 
other items sold on the market in the town. 

Shrewsbury Crown Court heard Owen, of 
Perry Road, Gobowen, also stole a mobile 
phone and drill from a building site he was 
working on in Neenton, near Bridgnorth, 
on June 10 last year, four days after the 
burglary. 

He pleaded guilty to burglary, two 
charges of theft and one count of fraud at 
a previous court hearing and appeared at 
Shrewsbury to be sentenced. 

The court heard Owen had a long crim¬ 
inal record, with 16 previous convictions 
for 42 offences, and that it was the seventh 
house he had burgled in 13 years. 

Stephen Scully, for Owen, said his cli¬ 
ent had found himself using Class A drugs 
again after a period of nearly a year being 
clean. 

He said: “For around eight or nine 
months he was drug free and managed to 
gain employment, despite a record with of¬ 
fences of dishonesty. 

“Unfortunately local people started of¬ 
fering him free drugs, trying to get him 
addicted again. 

“He succumbed to temptation. He ended 
up owing them money, which was initially 
paid for through his work and his habit was 
managed that way. 

“As time went on it spiralled and he had 
to find money somehow. He accepts he 
caused the owners of the house great dis¬ 
tress and is genuinely remorseful.” 

Owen was sentenced to a total of three- 
and-a-half years in prison. 

Judge Robin Onions said: “You have a 
pretty poor record. 

“It seems clear to me you have had prob¬ 
lems for many years with an addiction to 
drugs. 

“You resort to dishonesty to fund your 
addiction to drugs.”

Maninjured 
and robbed 
of £20 cash 

A MAN was knocked unconscious by 
a robber who stole £20 from him. 

The 22-year-old man was walking 
home in Oswestry just after midnight 
on Monday when he was attacked. 

Police spokeswoman Abbey Hart¬ 
ley said: “The victim was approached 
from behind by another man at the 
junction of Fir Grove and Chestnut 
Avenue. 

“As the victim turned to look at the 
offender he was punched to the face 
and pushed to the floor, where he is 
thought to have been knocked uncon¬ 
scious. The offender then kicked him 
and stole £20 and a cigarette lighter 
from the victim’s pocket. The vic¬ 
tim suffered a minor facial injury as 
a result.” The offender is described 
as being in his mid 20s to early 30s, 
around six foot two, of a stocky and 
muscular build, with short hair or 
balding hair. He was wearing a tight 
white t-shirt and had a sleeve tattoo 
on one of his arms. 

Meanwhile, in an unrelated in¬ 
cident, police want to trace a Good 
Samaritan who went to the aid of a 
woman. The woman was involved in 
an incident on the Middleton Road 
bridge in Oswestry at about 9.30am 
on July 11 and a man went to her 
aid. Police would like the man to get 
in touch so they can take a state¬ 
ment from him. Anyone who can help 
should contact police on 101 quoting 
incident number 24OS110715. 

Three collisions 
on same route 

POLICE had to deal with three colli¬ 
sions within an hour and a half on the 
same stretch of road near Oswestry.

Parking tickets spark 
patients' complaints

DRIVERS have been warned to 
make sure they enter their regis¬ 
tration numbers correctly into an 
automated parking system at a 
medical centre after complaints 
parking tickets have been issued 
to patients. 

Some people who parked in the pay 
and display car park at Plas Ffynnon 
Surgery in Oswestry have been sent 
fines of £100 because the automat¬ 
ed system has claimed they have not 
paid. 

Oswestry Mayor Peter Cherrington, who 
was one of the drivers to receive a fine, said 
the system doesn’t seem to be recognising 
patients of the Middleton Road surgery who 
are not required to buy a ticket. Councillor 
Cherrington said he was annoyed and con¬ 
cerned when he received his fine, despite 
believing he had entered his car registra¬ 
tion number correctly into the computer. 
“I went in to see the doctor to get an ap¬ 
pointment for an x-ray. I put my number 
in the machine, saw the doctor, organised 
my appointment and then left to go to the 
Shirehall,” he said. “I was in there for 11 
minutes - it says so on the fine they sent 
out. As someone who’s prepared to speak 
out I questioned the reason behind the fine 
and was informed that they would deal 
with it and I didn’t have to pay. 

“When I told the lady in the surgery she 
was lovely and very helpful, but she said 
they’ve received a number of these type of 
complaints.” 

But Will Pollard, spokesman for Parking- 
Eye, said he believed the issue was that pa¬ 
tients who may be in a hurry or have other 
things on their mind are not entering their 
numbers correctly into the machine. 

He said: “During opening hours, Plas 
Ffynnon Medical Centre operates auto¬ 
matic number plate recognition (ANPR) 
technology and users are required to enter 
their vehicle registration number into a 
touch screen terminal located within the 
medical centre when using the car park. 
In this instance the correct vehicle regis¬ 
tration number was not entered into the 
terminal. 

“ParkingEye operates an industry-lead¬ 
ing audited appeals process as detailed on 
the parking charge notice and encourages 
individuals to appeal if they feel there are 
extenuating circumstances.” 


BUILDING work is well under 
way on a new £15.1 million theatre 
complex at Oswestry Orthopaedic 
Hospital. 

The new theatres and ward de¬ 
velopment is being built alongside 
the main entrance, with the first 
of two steel frames - which will be¬ 
come the Bone Cancer Centre’s out¬ 
patients area and a new inpatient 
ward - now erected. 

On the other side of the new 
structure, activity has been fo¬ 
cussed on the demolition of the for¬ 
mer buildings, preparing the way 
for the foundations and drainage to 


be installed ahead of construction 
of a second steel frame which will 
be the new admissions unit, thea¬ 
tres and high dependency unit. 

Project director Trevor Chadd, 
associate director of estates, said: 
“We are really pleased with the pro¬ 
gress of the development and are on 
track for our completion target. 

“We are delighted by the amount 
of interest we have had from pa¬ 
tients and visitors to the hospital 
who can see the development pro¬ 
gressing and we are looking forward 
to opening these state-of-the-art 
facilities next year. Completion of 


this key stage will enable more pa¬ 
tients to receive treatment and care 
in state-of-the-art facilities.” 

The project is due to be com¬ 
pleted in September 2016. 

Work on the development, which 
includes four new clean air thea¬ 
tres, the high dependency unit, an 
admission on day of surgery unit 
and the new dedicated Bone Cancer 
Centre, is being carried out by Kier. 

Patients and visitors can keep up 
to date with the progression of the 
development at a dedicated viewing 
area on the site boundary near to 
the main entrance.

Path plans for railway line

Taxi driver 
raised alert 
over drinker 

A QUICK-thinking taxi driver alerted po¬ 
lice to a drink-driver by flashing his lights 
as he passed a patrol, a court was told. 

As police pulled out to follow the vehicles 
the taxi driver pulled over, allowing them 
to tail 21-year-old Matthew Jones as he 
swerved across lines on the A5. 

Jones, of Cresswell Crescent, Gobowen, 
pleaded guilty to driving while under the 
influence of alcohol when he appeared at 
Telford Magistrates Court. 

He also admitted one charge of failing 
to surrender to bail having missed his first 
scheduled court appearance on July 14. 

Katie Price, prosecuting, said Jones had 
slurred his words when speaking to police 
after they pulled him over at 2am on June 
26.She said that once officers had got be¬ 
hind Jones’s vehicle they observed it swerv¬ 
ing side to side, crossing the white line and 
over-correcting. 

Jones failed a roadside breath test and 
later blew a reading of 60 microgrammes 
in 100ml of breath - the legal limit is 35. 

The court was told Jones, a farm worker, 
was a man of previous good character with 
no convictions. 

He was banned from driving for 17 
months and fined £165 plus total prosecu¬ 
tion and court costs of £255. 

Oliver Nicholas, for Jones, said Jones had 
walked to the pub and walked home, only to 
find he had been locked out. 

He had decided to drive the short dis¬ 
tance to Oswestry to stay with a friend, the 
court was told. 


Shropshire Council said the new path will 
provide safer and more convenient links for 
commuters travelling to local schools and 
Oswestry Leisure Centre. 

Plans for the cycle path were first mooted 
in 2011 to provide a safe link between the 
town’s largest residential areas and its 
major employment sites. 

A public meeting held at the time saw 
wide support for the idea. 

The track bed is currently used as an un¬ 
official pathway by pedestrians. 

But this would be unsafe once the her¬ 
itage railway begins running trains along 
the line again. 

An application for a legal order to allow 
passenger trains to run on the track has 
been submitted by the railway. 

The railway group hopes that the appli¬ 
cation will be granted later this summer. 

Funding for the footpath and cycleway 
will come from a share of a £5 million grant 
that Shropshire Council secured from the 
Government’s local sustainable transport 
fund almost five years ago. 

Plans are also being drawn up for a new 
cycle path in Llanfyllin, some of which 
could also run along the route of the former 
railway line. 

Shan Mayor, who told the town coun¬ 
cil about the plans at their meeting on 
Wednesday last week, said: “We can apply 
for a feasibility study to be carried out by 
Powys County Council in February, but we 
need to decide a route, find out if there’s 
support from the community, and who will 
be delivering the path.” 

A meeting will be held in September to 
discuss the plans and to draw up a draft 
route. 

Mrs Mayor said: “My brother-in-law does 
a lot of cycling and he says when he travels 
along these routes there’s always new cafes 
and things along there every year. 

“We’ve got a lot to offer to visitors, with 
Lake Vyrnwy near by. 

“We could even approach Oswestry Town 
Council to see if we could work together.” 


A STRETCH of canal that has been cut off 
due to emergency repair works is still open 
for boat rides thanks to Cracker the horse. 

Horse drawn boat rides have been run¬ 
ning at Maesbury, near Oswestry, for the 
past year, but the service has been in¬ 
creased throughout the summer after the 
waterway was closed a short distance away 
because of a leak. 

Emergency repairs are being carried out 
to the canal at Aston Locks near Queen’s 
Head. 

Repair works are expected to take six 
weeks. 

But visitors to the area and boaters ar¬ 
riving at Queen’s Head can walk along the 
towpath, past the closed locks, to enjoy a 


trip to Maesbury on the canal boat Coun¬ 
tess pulled by Cracker the horse. 

Tim Barker of Bywater Cruises, who runs 
the boat, said: “We are delighted to be able 
to extend our service while this essential 
repair is being carried out so that people do 
not miss out on this very beautiful section 
of canal that is currently cut off.

THE organiser of an exhibition commemorating the First World War 
is appealing for witnesses after timber was stolen from his replica 
wartime trench project. 

At least 50 wooden planks and several metal cages have been taken from the 
field at Park Hall Countryside Experience near Oswestry, where Mark Hignett 
and his team of volunteers have been busy building the trenches. 

The team started excavation eight weeks ago and are midway through construction, 
but progress will now be delayed after the theft. Mr Hignett said he was saddened and 
- disappointed to discover the theft.

Bailiff was 
bundled out 
of property 

A COUPLE have been given a condition¬ 
al discharge after bundling a bailiff out of 
their house when he came to collect council 
tax arrears. 

Louis Michael Davies and Sophie Marie 
Farrington were living at Bridge Street in 
Llanfair Caereinion when bailiff Justin 
Hinge called to see them on March 24. 

Stephen Davies, prosecuting at Welsh¬ 
pool Magistrates Court, said when Mr 
Hinge called, Davies, 25, leaned out of a 
window and asked him to come back later. 

“Mr Hinge said it had to be sorted that 
day, and then said he needed to take fur¬ 
ther action,” Mr Davies said. “He tried the 
front door and found it was unlocked. 

“He went inside, identifying himself and 
staying that was what he was doing. The 
female came flying down the stairs swear¬ 
ing and shouting and screaming at him to 
get out. Mr Davies came down a moment 
later also shouting. 

“They pushed and shoved Mr Hinge out 
of the house and Mr Hinge then called the 
police.” 

Farrington, now of Trem Banwy, Lla¬ 
nfair Caereinion, and Davies, now of Ty 
Maen, Oswestry, admitted a charge of 
assault by beating. Both expressed their 
regrets over the matter through their solic¬ 
itors. They also accepted that they should 
have dealt with the situation in a different 
manner. 

Magistrates gave them a conditional dis¬ 
charge for 12 months and imposed costs of 
£40 each and a £15 victim surcharge each. 


“The project is to commemorate 100 
years since World War One, so we didn’t 
expect anybody to pinch anything really,” 
he said. “It’s very sad. 

“I think it’s very sad for the volunteers, 
because obviously all of the labour is volun¬ 
teer led. We’ve got volunteers who’ve put 
hours in and now the project is going to be 
delayed. So it’s very frustrating when you 
give your time up and somebody pinches 
your materials and you can’t finish the pro¬ 
ject.” 

The wood, specifically ordered for the 
project by Mr Hignett, was intended for 
the walls of underground rooms in the 
trenches, while the metal cages were to 
reinforce the ditches. The materials were 
funded by the Heritage Lottery, and Mr 
Hignett is hoping that somebody will have 
information that can lead to their recovery. 

The theft happened late on Wednesday 
night last week or on Thursday night last 
week. The amount of wood taken means the 
thieves must have had a vehicle, said Mr 
Hignett, while the distance of the field from 
the main road means they probably came 
on a “specific job”. 

He said he was just hoping at this stage 
that the theft won’t delay the opening in 
September, as several schools have already 
booked in to visit in the autumn term. 

The trenches include officers’ headquar¬ 
ters, a first aid house and firing steps for 
adults and primary school children and in¬ 
formation will be provided on explanatory 
boards and in an education room. 

Contractors were employed to excavate 
the ditches, but all work since has been car¬ 
ried out by volunteers, including soldiers 
from a regional army base. 

Mr Hignett said: “With the centenary 
of World War One, it became evident that 
school trips to see the trenches across the 
Channel would be very expensive. 

“There are some representations of parts 
of tunnels in this country but I understand 
this could be the largest in Britain. 

“We want to make the trenches as acces¬ 
sible as we can.” 


CAMPAIGNERS have welcomed a decision 
to drastically reduce the number of Mid 
Wales bus services which were facing the 
axe. 

Powys County Council had proposed cut¬ 
ting numerous routes to save £500,000 - 
but the council’s cabinet voted to reconsider 
following public consultation. 

The council launched a public consulta¬ 
tion earlier this summer inviting comment 
on two possible options to reconfigure pub¬ 
licly supported bus routes as part of plans to 
reduce the near £5m annual cost. 

Following feedback, Councillor John 
Brunt said a new option has been put for¬ 
ward that would allow the council to make 
the necessary savings but protect most of 
current bus routes. 


He said the option will see 22 bus services 
protected. 

Montgomeryshire AM Russell George 
praised the council for saving a number of 
routes. 

He said: “I’m delighted that Powys 
County Council has listened to concerns 
and carefully considered the overwhelming 
view of residents that these important pub¬ 
lic transport links should be retained. 

“In rural communities, the local bus ser¬ 
vice often provides a vital lifeline.” 

“There was a clear case for them to be 
saved and I’m pleased that the leader of the 
council, Councillor Barry Thomas, has been 
willing to listen and be pragmatic following 
his meeting with me and local campaign¬ 
ers,” he added.

TOWN 


They are going to build hous¬ 
es close to Oswestry’s ancient 
hillfort unless someone starts lis¬ 
tening to the people of the town. 

How on earth the idea has got 
as far as it has is beyond belief. 
And now even a Government In¬ 
spector has ruled that the land 
should be zoned for housing de¬ 
velopment. Opposition is mount¬ 
ing but it will be too little too late 
unless the people of Oswestry 
wake up to the fact that the bull¬ 
dozers could soon be heading 
towards the historic site, which 
is without doubt the town’s big¬ 
gest treasure. 

The Hands Off Old Oswestry 
Hillfort campaign team will not 
give up and want to present new 
evidence to see the inspector’s 
decision overturned. But that will 
be a costly appeal and let’s hope 
enough people come forward to 
support the fund with hard cash 
to make it possible for a special¬ 
ist planning lawyer to present a 
new case.Why aren’t we hearing 
more from Oswestry’s represent¬ 
atives on Shropshire Council? 
Shouldn’t they be shouting from 
the rooftops that building close 
to this ancient monument is a 
non-starter? 

A little bird tells me that Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s parking enforce¬ 
ment team has been camped 
out in Oswestry with spectacular 
results. 

Scores of motorists have been 
spotted parking illegally and 
booked by the team and appar¬ 
ently the council has been bom¬ 
barded with complaints. But that 
same little bird informs me that 
the team has now been told to 
back off Oswestry and concen¬ 
trate their efforts in other parts of 
Shropshire. It seems Oswestry 
does have people in high places 
on Shropshire Council after all. 

There’s movement at long 
last in the bid to attract major 
new businesses to Welshpool. 
Poundland will be moving into 
the former Co-operative building 
next month, ending a three-year 
search for tenants, and there is 
now a strong suggestion that 
another big company will at long 
last build on the site alongside 
the Tesco store which is current¬ 
ly being used for free parking. 

And just across the road spec¬ 
ulation is mounting that a hotel 
will be built on the eyesore site 
alongside The Smithfield Bell - 
after Lidl’s application to build 
was kicked out by Powys Coun¬ 
ty Council. While some current 
traders will obviously be unhap¬ 
py with this news, it should pro¬ 
vide a real boost for the overall 
economy of a town which al¬ 
ready seems to be bucking the 
national trend.With the holiday 
season now in full swing and 
next month’s National Eistedd¬ 
fod at Meifod likely to bring hun¬ 
dreds of additional visitors into 
the town the summer of 2015 
might just turn out to be an ex¬ 
ceptional one for Welshpool.

Farmer tells of worries 
caused by drilling plans 


Plans for gas drilling in 
the Shropshire country¬ 
side have caused worry for 
many. SUE AUSTIN reports 

A FARMER whose land was 
due to be used for exploratory 
gas drilling has said the con¬ 
troversial plans caused him ill 
health, cost him friendships 
and even threatened the future 
of his business. 

Dart Energy’s bid to drill at Paul 
Hickson’s farm at Dudleston Heath, 
between St Martins and Ellesmere, 
has been dealt a potentially fatal 
blow after Mr Hickson revealed the 
firm had now missed a deadline to 
start work on the site. 

And the 54-year-old says he feels that 
a huge weight has been lifted from his 
shoulders now the three-year licence for 
test drilling on his land has come to an 
end. 

In July 2012 Mr Hickson signed a form 
giving the energy company the licence 
to site an exploratory drill pad for coal 
bed methane in a field at the family’s 
Brooklands Farm. 

Since then he says he and his family 
have gone through three years of the 
most unimaginable stress and worry, 
Now those three years are at an end he 
is urging other farmers not to sign simi¬ 
lar licences. 

“I don’t want anyone else going 
through the same stress, hurt and worry 
that we have had,” he said. 

He said he signed the licence agree¬ 
ment because of advice from his late fa¬ 
ther. 

“He always said that, while it was our 
land and we should love it and protect it, 
whatever was underneath it belonged to 
the country,” Mr Hickson said.

“But when I signed it there was never 
any mention of the damage that drilling 
could do to the land.” 

Mr Hickson said of all those who 
would have been affected by drilling 
for coal bed methane he and he family 
would have lost the most. 

“There have been rumours that if 
this had gone ahead it would have made 
me a multi-millionaire,” he said. “Noth¬ 
ing could be further from the truth. 

“All I would have received was up to 
£4,000 compensation simply to put the 
land back to what it was, nothing else.” 

“This is an organic farm and with the 
drilling on my land I would have lost 
that organic status. We have a pedigree 
herd of Brown Swiss cattle. If chem¬ 
icals had seeped into the land they 
would have got into the springs on the 
farm and could have poisoned my cows. 

“The farm, which my family has had 


for 100 years, would have been worth¬ 
less - it would have been unsaleable.” 

The worry has took its toll on the 
normally outgoing and positive farmer. 

“I am never ill, but over the last 
three years I have had three bouts of 
ill health which the doctor says have 
probably been because the stress has 
affected my immune system,” he said. 

“I have lost friends - good friends - 
because of it. And I have been very wor¬ 
ried about the effect all this could have 
on my 76-year-old mother.” 

Mr Hickson said the worry had also 
affected his two farming sons, Wesley 
and Ashley, and his two young daugh¬ 
ters, Jasmine and Callie. 

“The two girls said to me recently 
that I don’t spend any time with them,” 
he said. 

He is full of praise for his sons and 
the way they have dealt with the last 


three years, and also for friends that 
have stood by him. 

“There have been people who have 
been so supportive and I have also made 
new friends who have been incredibly 
helpful,” he said. 

“I want to get back to farming the 
land and spending more time with my 
family.” 

Dart Energy staged public informa¬ 
tion events about its plans and the coal 
bed methane drilling bid led to protest 
meetings and campaigners setting up a 
camp at the site. 

Campaigners were fearful of the im¬ 
pact on the land and the environment 
the proposed drilling would have. 

They say now the licence for the drill¬ 
ing work has run out they will be taking 
down their pallet-constructed fort on the 
site and moving on. Dudleston Castle, as 
it was named, was built in August 2014 
and over the months has grown to in¬ 
clude separate living quarters complete 
with log burning stoves, a fully stocked 
camp kitchen and even a solar shower. 

Those living inside say that while they 
now feel the threat has been lifted, they 
will not be able to move out overnight. 

The spokesman for the group, who 
say they are environment protectors not 
protestors, is known only by the name 
of Yellowbelly. 

“We would like 28 days to dismantle 
the camp, allow the wildlife that has 
made its home with us to move out and 
to put the site back to exactly how it was 
when we arrived here,” he said. 

“We want to leave properly. The 
farmer has been very understanding and 
so we want to ensure we leave the site as 
we found it. All we want to leave are our 
footprints. 

“This is a beautiful corner of Shrop¬ 
shire and we are so pleased that it will 
not be spoiled. 

Although the licence for the drilling 
has run out it is thought a public inquiry 
could still be held into the plans with all 
the interested parties putting forward 
their case.

It is estimated that around 
three million households will gain 
by an average of £174 a month, 
75 per cent of which will fall in 
the bottom 40 per cent of in¬ 
come distribution. 

Other steps have been taken 
to help families with the cost of 
living. 

Over three million people 
have been taken out of tax and 
income tax has been cut for 26 
million people, giving them on 
average £800 extra a year. 

Alongside this, the previous 
administration’s fuel and pet¬ 
rol price increases have been 
stopped, meaning fuel is 20p 
per litre cheaper, saving over £10 
every time a car is filled up.

By guaranteeing that individ¬ 
uals will always be better off in 
work and putting an end to run¬ 
away benefit claims, the cap is 
having a real impact in changing 
attitudes and behaviour. 

Since it was introduced nearly 
20,000 households have made 
the choice to move into work or 
stop claiming Housing Benefit. 

The Government is committed

This would be far better than the current 
system where we borrow newly created 
money as debt and then have to pay it back 
with interest. 

If some say it can’t be done they should 
remember that our central bank has cre¬ 
ated £375 billion through quantitative 


easing. Unfortunately, most of that newly 
created money was pumped into our failing 
financial sector. 

If only it had been pumped into the real 
economy. How simple it would be to have 
QE for jobs, health, education, transport 
and so much more. I have found the Pos¬ 
itive Money Movement via its website to 
be very good at explaining how the current 
money system always works in the inter¬ 
ests of the wealthy few and how it could be 
replaced with a system that works in the 
interests of the majority poor.

This group of approximately 10-15 
members decided to play ‘chicken’ with 
motorists by the double white line stretch 
by rising either two or three abreast, con¬ 
tinually changing the outside riders. Before 
riding along a main road cyclists should 
read the Highway Code where it states that 
where there is a single continuous white 
line or a double white line they should ride 
in single file. Many vehicles now have for¬ 
ward facing cameras which would show 
should there be an accident that the cyclist 
was to blame.

Court told of 
internet fraud 

A MAN is said to have obtained 
around £10,000 from an internet 
fraud in which he was offering goods 
for sale that did not exist. 

For more than a year Lee Hinch- 
cliffe had used a number of websites 
to advertise items for sale, including 
iPhones, iPads and concert tickets. 

At Shrewsbury Crown Court sen¬ 
tence was adjourned to September 1 
to allow Hinchcliffe to seek legal rep¬ 
resentation. 

Hinchcliffe, 25, of The Willows, 
Welshpool, was said to have commit¬ 
ted the offences on various dates be¬ 
tween August, 2013, and October last 
year. 

He has admitted five specimen 
charges of making a false representa¬ 
tion by advertising goods for sale that 
he did not have with a view to receiv¬ 
ing payment. 

The charges relate to his use of a 
number of websites. 

Hinchcliffe will ask for 21 similar 
offences to be taken into consider¬ 
ation covering the frauds which in¬ 
volved 54 victims. 

Warning over 
magazine scam 

PEOPLE are being urged to be on 
guard against a scam involving the 
police. 

Dyfed-Powys Police said businesses 
are being contacted by someone claim¬ 
ing to be from the force selling adver¬ 
tising opportunities in a magazine 
being produced by the police. 

But Sian George, force spokes¬ 
woman, said there is no such thing. 

She added: “This is a scam, and we 
are seeing increasing numbers of re¬ 
ports from businesses targeted by this. 
Please do not provide any financial or 
other details to such callers, and end 
the call.”

Drugs were 
hidden in 
Kinder Egg 
court told 

POLICE who raided the house of a 
suspected heroin and crack dealer 
found drugs hidden in a Kinder Egg, 
a court heard. 

Gareth Jones was jailed for three 
years after a court heard he sold drugs 
on the streets to fund his own addic¬ 
tion. 

Officers who raided his home in 
Oswestry found quantities of heroin 
and crack cocaine hidden within the 
egg. 

The court heard police went to 
Jones’s address in Queen Elizabeth 
Close on May 9 last year. 

Officers recovered drugs from the 
bathroom. 

Philip Beardwell, prosecuting, said 
inside the Kinder Egg there were 19 
separate wraps of Class A drugs worth 
about £180 on the street. Of those, 14 
contained crack cocaine and the other 
five were heroin. 

Jones’s mobile phone was seized 
and police discovered a series of text 
messages relating to the supply of 
drugs. 

Mr Beardwell said that Jones had 
sent messages saying he had B and W 
for sale. B relates to “brown” which 
is slang for heroin, and W is “white” 
which is crack cocaine. 

Initially Jones had denied selling 
drugs and claimed they were for his 
own use and had told police he was a 
member of a coven and the B and W 
were codes for black magic and white 
magic. 

Jones, 39, appeared for sentence at 
Shrewsbury Crown Court having ad¬ 
mitted two offences of possession of 
Class A drugs with intent to supply. 

Judge Robin Onions said he ac¬ 
cepted Jones was feeding his addiction 
and was advised to work to resolve it 
while in prison. 
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Man'sdeath 
was linked 
to asbestos 

A PLUMBER died of lung cancer af¬ 
ter being exposed to asbestos during 
his career, a coroner has ruled. 

Melbourne Roy Griffiths, 83, died 
due to industrial disease, an inquest 
found. 

Mr Griffiths, of Castle Street, 
Oswestry, worked as a plumber for 
Pritchard and Son builders and then 
went on to work as a copper smith for 
Air Products. 

The inquest, held at Wellington 
Civic Centre on Tuesday heard that it 
was during this time he would have 
been exposed to asbestos. 

Asbestos was used in the construc¬ 
tion industry to strengthen plastic or 
cement and for insulation. 

When products containing asbestos 
are disturbed, tiny asbestos fibres are 
released into the air. 

When asbestos fibres are breathed 
in, they may get trapped in the lungs 
and remain there for a long time. 
Over time, these fibres can accumu¬ 
late and cause scarring and inflamma¬ 
tion, which can affect breathing and 
lead to serious lung conditions. 

John Ellery, Shropshire, Telford & 
Wrekin coroner, recorded a conclu¬ 
sion that Mr Griffiths died due to an 
ind ustrial disease. _ 

Arrest is made 
after complaint 

A MAN has been arrested after being 
reported for banging on the door of 
a house with a hammer in the early 
hours. 

The complaint was made at 2 am 
on Thursday last week to police in 
Oswestry. 

Sergeant Lee Johnson of West Mer¬ 
cia Police said the man was arrested 
for criminal damage and possession of 
an offensive weapon.

Drug allegations 
denied by men 

TWO men have denied being involved 
in the production of cannabis plants 
worth tens of thousands of pounds 
and possessing cocaine with a street 
value of £21,000.

Discarded fat dogs up 
sewer in town street

IT’S not pretty - and it smells 
even worse. This is what met 
water engineers sent to find out 
why pipes had been blocked in 
Welshpool. 

Severn Trent says it faces a huge task 
with sewers that have been blocked by sub¬ 
stances that have no place going down the 
drain. 

Fat is one of the worst offenders and en¬ 
gineers in Welshpool found more than they 
bargained for. 

One sewer on Berriew Road was com¬ 
pletely blocked by fat for 120 metres, with 
the manholes already overflowing. 

Severn Trent said that if it had not been 
discovered it would have led to sewage 
backing up into people’s homes and gar¬ 
dens. There have been 143 blockages in the 
Oldford Rise, Oldford Close and Berriew 
Road areas of Welshpool alone in the last 
four years, with hundreds more across the 
rest of the Severn Trent area. 

Jacqueline Whitehead, customer and 
community officer for Severn Trent, said: 

“We didn’t expect it to be as bad as it was. 

Our investigation showed that one sewer 
in particular, on Berriew Road, had been 
entirely blocked by a build up of fat, which 
had set solid when it hit the cold walls of 
the sewer. And when we tried to clear the 
blockage, we found that the entire sewer 
was blocked, for 120 metres.To help pre¬ 
vent this, it’s better to wipe out any greasy 
pans with a bit of kitchen roll, and then put 
it in the bin.” Fat blocked up the sewer in Berriew Road in Welshpool, causing problems for Severn Trent engineers

A LORRY driver has been fined for 
causing a three-vehicle collision on 
the A458. 

Danny Graham Hanson, 24, ad¬ 
mitted driving without due care and 
attention, leading to the crash near 
Welshpool on November 3 last year. 

Prosecutor Stephen Davies said: 
“He was behind two other vehicles on 
approach to a roundabout when the 
lead vehicle stopped. The second ve¬ 
hicle stopped as well but he failed to 
stop and went into the vehicle in front 
and pushed it into the lead vehicle. 

“Slight injuries were sustained and 
both vehicles were damaged.” 

Hanson, of Amelfa, Llanfair Caer- 
einion, represented himself at the 
hearing at Welshpool Magistrates 
Court on Tuesday.

Garden centre 
bid is rejected 

PLANS for a garden centre on the 
outskirts of Oswestry have been re¬ 
fused. 

Planning permission to build a com¬ 
plex on land next to the Oswestry by¬ 
pass was sought by a company at Coed 
y Go just outside Oswestry, known as 
Knotwood. In its application form it 
suggested that up to 70 jobs could be 
created. 

However, Eddie West, Shropshire 
Council’s principal policy specialist 
said the land was committed for B 
class employment - business and gen¬ 
eral industry. 

“The proposed use would therefore 
extinguish this commitment in favour 
of a non-class B use, and would there¬ 
fore make it harder for Oswestry to 
achieve an appropriate balance of sus¬ 
tainable growth,” he said. 

“It is not clear what percentage of 
the proposed store would be dedicated 
to A1 retail uses, which given the full 
nature of the application could rea¬ 
sonably have been expected.” 

The planning officers were also con¬ 
cerned about traffic issues in the area.

MPs are cautious over 
plans to reduce seats

MAJOR changes to the political 
map in Shropshire and Mid Wales 
are being treated with caution by 
the region’s MPs. 

Prime Minister David Cameron will 
carry out plans to reduce the number 
of parliamentary seats from 650 to 
600. 

Owen Paterson, MP for North Shrop¬ 
shire, said he hoped his constituency would 
remain unaltered. 

But he said that if there are to be fewer 
MPs in parliament then government should 
also be smaller. 

“I believe we could have fewer ministers 
and a smaller cabinet,” he said. 

“There are about 78,000 voters in North 
Shropshire and during the last review the 
figure for change was 78,000 plus or minus 
five per cent. 

“As I understand, the boundaries can’t 
cross regions and so this constituency could 
not go over the border in Wales or north 
into Cheshire. 

“As an MP born in Whitchurch who has 
represented the area for 18 years I very 
much hope north Shropshire will remain 
unaffected.” 

Glyn Davies, Montgomeryshire MP, said 
he is “hugely disappointed” by the changes, 
adding that there will likely be changes to 
his seat. 

He said: “On a personal level I am hugely 
disappointed, but I know it is coming and 
it will likely be given confirmation in 2018. 

“But the government made a number of 
promises in its manifesto and I know it is 
sticking by them.We promised to cut the 
cost of politics by reducing the number of 
MPs and this is how we will do it.”

Oswestry 41 Club president 
Geoff Armitage and committee mem¬ 
ber Diana Andrews presented the 
cheque. The money will be added to 
the £1,208,450 raised for MacMillan 
nurses in Shropshire in the last five 
years. 


Councillors 
areupdated 
on schools’ 
deficit levels 

MORE than 20 schools across Mid 
Wales had a total deficit of £900,000 
at the end of the last financial year, 
according to new figures. 

Members of Powys County Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet were told that two schools 
accounted for more than £500,000 of 
the deficit. 

But there was an increase in the 
reserves to £3.6 million, a £1 million 
increase on what was forecast. 

The number of schools setting unli¬ 
censed budgets has fallen from 10 in 
2014/2015 to six in 2015/2016. 

A licensed deficit for primary 
schools would be a maximum of 
£50,000, £100,000 for special schools 
and £150,000 for secondary schools. 

The authority’s cabinet was told 
that 27 schools have surpluses in ex¬ 
cess of the limits set and they are lia¬ 
ble for claw back. 

These schools will have to put in a 
business plan to explain their planned 
use of the reserves. 

Councillor Arwel Jones, the author¬ 
ity’s portfolio holder for education, 
and Councillor Wynne Jones, cabi¬ 
net member for finance, said that 84 
of the county’s schools have planned 
surplus budgets with 15 proposing 
deficits for 2015/16. 

Of these 15, eight schools which in¬ 
cludes Hay on Wye County Primary, 
Llanelwedd Church in Wales, Lla- 
ngedwyn Church in Wales, Llansant- 
ffraid Church in Wales, Rhayader 
Church in Wales, St Mary’s Catholic, 
Ysgol Glantwymyn and Builth Wells 
High School, are all projected to re¬ 
turn to surplus over the following two 
years. 

Welshpool High School is planning 
to return to a surplus over five years 
which is allowable under exceptional 
circumstances.

Area’s solicitors 
are considering 
legal aid boycott 

SOLICITORS working in Shropshire and Mid Wales are 
considering a boycott of legal aid work in protest at Gov¬ 
ernment cuts. 

Seven of Shropshire’s top legal firms will meet in the 
coming days to decide if they should cease providing legal 
aid work at police stations and courts - excluding the obli¬ 
gation to provide a duty solicitor. 

Any decision to withdraw their services could lead to 
chaos in courts and police stations, with scores of people 
left representing themselves. 

Solicitors covering Newtown police station and Welsh¬ 
pool Magistrates Court have already voted to take action 
because of the cuts. 

Mid Wales Law Society has agreed not to take any legal 
aid cases from the start of this month. 

The move comes after the Ministry of Justice cut legal 
aid fees by 8.75 per cent last year, and a further 8.75 per 
cent this year. 

Solicitors have also highlighted the fact there had been 
no rise in legal aid fees for the previous 20 years. 

Paul Inns, of Hanratty and Co in Newtown, said: “There 
is considerable concern amongst criminal defence solici¬ 
tors that the combined impact of the reduction in legal aid 
rates, together with the introduction of the new duty solic¬ 
itor criminal contracts will undermine the entire criminal 
justice system. 

“You will be lucky to find a criminal defence solicitor in 
Mid Wales.” 


Statue removal 
leads to review 


SURVEILLANCE of 

Oswestry’s showpiece town 
park could be upgraded af¬ 
ter thieves tried to steal a 
statue. 

The bronze cast of Sab¬ 
rina, the goddess of the 
River Severn, was taken off 
its plinth in Cae Glas Park 
last month. 

It is thought that thieves 
were trying to steal the six 
foot statue but were dis¬ 
turbed and left it lying on a 
pavement nearby. 

Now experts say the 
statue will need major re¬ 
pairs before it can be re¬ 
turned to its rightful place, 
close to the children’s play¬ 
ground in the park. 

Oswestry Town Coun¬ 
cil, which is responsible for 
the Victorian park, said the 
statue had been held down 
with reinforced anchoring 
pins. 


It is thought the would-be 
thieves took a chainsaw to 
the statue, the noise wak¬ 
ing a nearby resident who 
alerted police. 

Oswestry mayor, Council¬ 
lor Peter Cherrington, said 
that there would have been 
little value in trying to sell 
the statue for scrap. 

“We hope that the statue 
can be repaired and replaced 
by the end of the summer,” 
he said. 

“We are currently look¬ 
ing at the CCTV in the park 
and whether it should be 
increased to ensure that all 
areas can been monitored.” 

Police are investigating 
the incident and have asked 
anyone who may have seen 
anything suspicious to con¬ 
tact Oswestry police station 
on 101. 

The statue was removed 
at about lam on June 18.

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Huge cow Sheds for 100,000 birds win approval 

unit being 
constructed 
for Russia

TWO chicken sheds housing up to 100,000 
birds will be built in the Shropshire coun¬ 
tryside. 

The proposal by farmer Daniel Jones 
to diversify Poulton Farm at Little Min- 
sterley, Shrewsbury, was given unanimous 
approval by members of Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil’s central planning committee. 

Two broiler poultry sheds and three 
feed bins will be built to house the birds, 
which will be brought in as day-old chicks 
and stay at the units for a 36-day growth 
period before being collected and taken to 
a processing plant. 

Councillor Tudor Bebb, ward mem¬ 


ber for Minsterley, told the meeting that 
farmers like Mr Jones deserved the coun¬ 
cil’s support and that the development is 
one that is necessary. 

He said: “You have a young man setting 
out on a farming career after helping to 
run the family business. People like this 
need our support. 

“This is needed in this country and this 
area to save the import of chickens from 
Thailand and other places where they do 
not have the controls that we do in this 
country.” 

Councillor Bebb also dismissed any po¬ 
tential concerns over odour as a result of 


the development. He said: “The odour, al¬ 
though it keeps coming up, is something 
that is strictly controlled. If there is a 
smell they are shut down until it is put 
right.” 

Committee member Roger Evans said 
he believed the application should be ap¬ 
proved. He said: “This is in a better po¬ 
sition than many applications we get for 
poultry farms that we have supported.” 

Councillor Ted Clarke said there were 
no concerns over the visual impact of 
the development while Councillor Kevin 
Pardy said they should look to support 
people trying to make a living. 


WORK has begun in China on the construction of a 
100,000-cow dairy unit - to supply the Russian market 
with milk and cheese that were originally coming from 
farmers in Shropshire. 

Russia extended a ban on Western food imports ear¬ 
lier this year, meaning milk, including a significant 
amount produced in Shropshire, was no longer being 
sold in the country. 

With President Vladimir Putin supporting moves 
to boost Russia’s “food security”, officials have prom¬ 
ised to invest more in agriculture to make the country 
self-sufficient in milk, meat and fruit and vegetable 
production in the coming years. 

It means the country is turning to alternatives like 
China to produce food and milk that once came from 
the UK. 

And it closes the prospect of Shropshire farmers win¬ 
ning back contracts in the event of diplomatic relations 
between the West and Russia thawing. 

Russia has banned milk, fruit, vegetables, meat, fish 
and dairy imports from the European Union, USA, 
Australia, Canada and Norway in retaliation against 
sanctions being imposed because of the conflict in 
Ukraine. 

The super dairy being built in Mudanjiang City, 
north-east China, will be used for the Russian market. 

It will be the world’s largest and marks a £103 mil¬ 
lion collaboration between Russian and Chinese inves¬ 
tors. 

Before the Russian ban the EU exported about 
300,000 tonnes of cheese, roughly 25 per cent of its 
production. 

Mansel Raymond, chairman of Milk Working Party 
Copa-Cogeca, the umbrella organisation for European 
agricultural groups, said the ban and the Chino-Rus- 
sian dairy venture sent a worrying signal to EU dairy 
farmers. 

He said: “The scale of Chinese investment in dairy 
production is vast. 

“I wonder now whether we will ever get the Russian 
milk market back.” 

Appeafover the 

refusal of giant 
solar facility 

DEVELOPERS have lodged an appeal against a deci¬ 
sion to throw out controversial plans to build a solar 
park the size of 32 football pitches. 

Green Switch Developments is appealing the deci¬ 
sion to turn down plans to create the solar park on land 
near Hurst Hall in Marbury, Whitchurch. 

It means a government planning inspector is now set 
to make a final ruling on the scheme. 

Cheshire East councillors voted to refuse the pro¬ 
posed development due to the impact it would have on 
the landscape. 

The proposed development, which would cover six 
agricultural fields totalling about 57 acres, would fea¬ 
ture 54,230 solar panels that could generate more than 
13 megawatts of electricity. 

Residents opposed to the plans, which were con¬ 
cerned about the impacts it would have on the country¬ 
side, started a campaign called “Keep Marbury Green”. 

The group has claimed that energy firms should be 
looking at brownfield sites rather than “productive 
arable land” which could be visible to residents and 
visitors from miles away. 

A statement on behalf of the applicant said: “The 
benefits for the appeal proposal have been clearly es¬ 
tablished, and no realistic or more favourable alter¬ 
native sites for the temporary development have been 
proposed - by any party. 

“The appeal proposal would make a sizeable contri¬ 
bution to Cheshire East and national renewable energy 
and C02 reduction targets. The development is clearly 
temporary and would result in the loss of no agricul¬ 
tural land.” 

A statement on behalf of Cheshire East Council said: 
“The appeal for the solar park, for which the council re¬ 
fused the application, relates to the significant adverse 
impact on the landscape. 

“To allow the installation of the solar park would 
have a significant and severe adverse impact on the 
landscape character of the site and that this impact 
would be long-term and unacceptable.” 


Projects to protect 
rare pine martens 


A PROJECT that aims to 
re-introduce pine martens 
to the region has been giv¬ 
en a £200,000 boost. 

The Pine Marten Recovery Project, which 
has been set up by The Vincent Wildlife 
Trust, will re-introduce the creatures to our 
region over the next six years. 

This autumn will see the first pine mar¬ 
tens brought from Scotland, where they are 
thriving, to an area of Mid Wales that still 
retains a tiny but struggling pine marten 
population. 

The pine marten recovery project plans to 
move the first 20 to Mid Wales this autumn, 
the trust said, with a further 20 possibly 
being brought in next year. 

Reasons for their decline include the loss 
of habitat, fur hunting and a cull by game- 
keepers in the early 1990s. 

There have been sightings of pine mar¬ 
tens in Mid Wales in recent years and in 
2012 a carcass was discovered. But experts 
believe they are on the verge of extinction 
from the region. 

The project has secured a total of 
£200,000 from four partners. Half the 
money has come from Chester Zoo and the 
rest from the Woodland Trust, People’s 
Trust for Endangered Species and a private 
company called Polecat. 

The windfall is a significant proportion 
of the £800,000 match funding needed to 
finance the project. 

Natalie Buttriss, chief executive of the 
Vincent Wildlife Trust, said “We are de¬ 
lighted to have these four new partners on 
board. Not only have they provided a wel¬ 
come early financial boost to the project, 
but will also bring with them additional 
expertise and resources.” 

Beccy Speight, chief executive of the 
Woodland Trust, added: “Pine martens are 
an iconic woodland species, once common 
throughout the UK. 

“Successful reinforcement of pine marten 
populations in previously occupied areas 
will be a major step towards improving 
the conservation status and genetic diver-

sity of pine marten in England and Wales. 
The protection and expansion of woodland 
and trees outside woods will be an impor¬ 
tant consideration to ensure pine martens, 
which need a diverse woodland habitat, sur¬ 
vive and flourish.” 

Initially, the funding will be used towards 
community engagement, the transporting 
and releasing of the animals to Wales and 
on-going research to monitor the animals’ 
movements. 

The trust will be fundraising for the re¬ 
maining £600,000 needed for the project 
over the coming year. 

The trust is looking for sites with few 
roads, no commercial shooting and a low 
fox population. 

Pine martens need a woodland habitat as 
they nest in trees and den in tree cavities. 
They also need an abundance of small mam¬ 
mals and fruit to eat. 

The mammals mate in July and August 
and give birth the following March or April. 

Meanwhile , a fund has been set up to 
help research how many pine martens have 
crossed the Welsh border into Shropshire. 

Earlier this month, the first pine marten 
spotted in England for 100 years was photo¬ 
graphed in woods near Craven Arms. 

Now the Shropshire Wildlife Trust has 
launched a fund to raise £1,000 so it can 
run a project to find out how many are in 
the county. 

Stuart Edmunds, of Shropshire Wildlife 
Trust, said: “We need to urgently run a 
project to find out how many pine martens 
have crossed the border, so we can make 
sure they stay in Shropshire and help them 
to spread back across England. The dona¬ 
tions we can raise through people power 
means we can use the money to get more 
funding. We are asking people to help if 
they can.”

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Iconic animals walking 
on survival knife-edge 


KAREN Blixen would undoubted¬ 
ly have put it better, but my mem¬ 
ory of my first meeting with the 
king of beasts evoked all her ‘Out 
of Africa’ writings and more. 

The heat rose from the wait-a-bit 
thorns and the mopane scrub. The 
tetse flies bit hard and fast, and in the 
distance a dust devil blew across the 
eastern Lowveld as the sun continued 
to rise in an azure blue sky. 

There were precious few clouds in the 
sky, nor, for the moment was there any 
sign of fire. Therefore the cracking I could 
hear was not from rain or flame. Momentar¬ 
ily confused, a low, deep rumble joined the 
splintering snaps from the nearby bushes 
and I was no longer puzzled. The elephants 
stepped out on the track next to our vehi¬ 
cle and stood there, flapping their ears and 
swaying their trunks. 

For me, the true king of beasts, notwith¬ 
standing the ancient, royal emblematic 
history of the lion, has to be the elephant. 
This to me was Africa embodied; big, brash, 
mighty and bold, a little intimidating at 
times, dangerous at others, beautiful in 
many and always fascinating. Just to prove 
that point, a little further down the track 
we bumped into a rhino who promptly 
charged us. 

And yet as powerful and iconoclastic as 
these two leviathans of the natural world 
are, they’re walking a knife-edge because of 
us. Trade in ivory was made illegal world¬ 
wide in 1989 but the ban was lifted in 2008 
to allow southern African countries to sell 
stockpiled ivory to China and Japan. This

has since fuelled a huge demand for illegal 
ivory. 

The British used to be connoisseurs of 
ivory and rhino horn before it became ille¬ 
gal and as other countries have advanced, 
their populations have become wealthy in 
ways that their parents never were. Now 
they too want to own the teeth and mat¬ 
ted hair of elephants and rhinos and those 
species as well as many others, are at crisis 
point. 

I’m afraid much of the blame falls on the 
countries of the Far East, especially China. 
The street price of ivory in China has in¬ 
creased from $5 to $2,100 per kg in 25 years 
and this is reflected in increases in poach¬ 
ing. 

More than 30,000 elephants are being 
killed annually in Africa and leading ex¬ 
perts warn they risk being declared extinct 
at a local level in some countries. The main 
buyers of ivory trinkets and the like are 
believed to be mainly newly-wealthy Chi¬ 
nese nationals in prosperous cities such as 
Shanghai, Guangzhou and Beijing.It’s re¬ 
cently been simply quoted by many experts 
‘if China can curb its demand, elephants 
will survive in Africa.’ 

We can all help in our education of peo¬ 
ple who continue to buy these products; 
just stop. There is hope. Just a couple of 
months ago China pledged to end the pro¬

cessing and sale of ivory. This will largely 
stop the slaughter, but it has not said how 
quickly it will act. 

A few weeks ago, China destroyed 
662kg of tusks and ivory carvings in a 
public ceremony in Beijing, after similar 
events in southern China and Hong Kong 


last year. Change can happen but the 
question still remains; if we have had such 
a titanic struggle to save one of the largest 
most iconic animals on the planet, what 
hope do all the vital, smaller ones have?

water issues 
stallinggrowth 
say councillors 

THE growth of a village near Oswestry is being stalled 
because of the failure of a water company to improve the 
sewerage system, its parish council says. 

Weston Rhyn Parish Council says it is prepared to go all 
the way to the European Parliament to get Welsh Water to 
spend money improving the ageing mains sewers through 
the village. 

But the water company says housing developers should 
contribute to improvements. 

Although the village gets its fresh water supply from Sev¬ 
ern Trent Water its sewerage is dealt with by Welsh Water. 

Recently a planning application for 70 homes at Aspen 
Grange in Weston Rhyn was refused by Shropshire Council 
after comments from Welsh Water that it was concerned 
about the scale of development and the impact on the pub¬ 
lic sewer. 

Ralph Cooper, chairman of the parish council, said Welsh 
Water wanted developers to pay for the improvements to 
the sewerage system. 

“Developers are responsible for anything that connects 
into the main line but it should be Welsh Water that en¬ 
sures that mains sewer pipe can cope. 

“We want the 19th century sewerage system brought up 
to 21st century standards,” he said. 

“The parish council wants to see more homes built in the 
village to allow it to flourish. 

Mr Cooper said that the parish council had already set 
the official complaints procedure in motion and after last 
week’s parish council meeting, had now written to a direc¬ 
tor of Welsh Water. 

Rhidian Clement, principal planner for Welsh Water, 
said the company was wholly satisfied with its approach to 
the planning process. He said: “In regard to the planning 
application at Aspen Grange we had concerns over the scale 
of development and the resulting impact of the foul dis¬ 
charges from the site upon the integrity of the public sewer 
and our service to existing customers. 

“However in order to facilitate development we con¬ 
firmed to the local planning authority that we would sup¬ 
port the imposition of a planning condition to secure the 
undertaking of a hydraulic modelling assessment which 
would be funded by the developer. 

“This would assess the performance of the local network 
and identify solutions to accommodate foul discharges from 
the site with not detriment to the public sewer.”

It’s too much to bear

IN 2012, writer-director Seth 
MacFarlane’s mismatched buddy 
comedy Ted was a surprise hit. 

Man’s best friend wasn’t a dog after all - 
it was a potty-mouthed, talking teddy with a 
penchant for beer, bongs and scantily clad 
ladies. 

Sadly, the bear necessities of modern 
life don’t stretch to a second film because 
Ted 2 is padded with as much fluff as the 
huggable hero. 

The sequel is a vast improvement on 
MacFarlane’s previous film, A Million Ways 
To Die In The West, but even root canal 
treatment would be preferable to a repeat 
viewing of that tumbleweed spoof. 

The sweetness and romance, which 
distinguished the original Ted, have been 
diluted to the point of blandness here and a 
climactic set piece at a pop culture conven¬ 
tion is an unsightly mess. 

Direction plods without any urgency and 
politically incorrect, gross-out interludes are 
laced with malice. 

Between the frequent yawns, MacFar- 
lane conjures moments of magic - new 
love interest Amanda Seyfried’s a-cappella 
rendition of “Mean 01’ Moon”; a bizarre 
yet hilarious cameo by Liam Neeson - but 
these are fleeting. 

Ted 2 opens with John Bennett (Mark 
Wahlberg) divorced from Lori (Mila Kunis) 
and fur ball companion Ted (voiced by Mc- 
Farlane) poised to walk down the aisle with 
a brassy checkout girl called Tami-Lynn 
(Jessica Barth). 

One year later, the honeymoon is over

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Potty-mouthed talking toy Ted returns for a second film with Mark Wahlberg and Amanda Seyfried 


and Ted and Tami-Lynn are arguing inces¬ 
santly. 

Ted’s supermarket co-worker (Cocoa 
Brown) passes on a nugget of her wisdom: 
“You better have a baby or your marriage 
is over”. 

The bear lacks the necessary appendage 
to impregnate Tami-Lynn, so he hatches a 
plot to steal the sperm of American football 
legend Tom Brady (playing himself). 


The bear-brained scheme misfires and 
Ted and Tami-Lynn approach an adoption 
agency. 

Their application is red flagged because 
the state of Massachusetts recognises Ted 
as a piece of property not a person. 

Soon after, the bear loses his job and the 
marriage is annulled. 

“We take this all the way to Judge 
Judy if we have to,” bellows John and the 


pals head to court with idealistic attorney 
Samantha L Jackson (Amanda Seyfried) to 
uphold Ted’s civil rights. 

Ted 2 runs on empty in terms of original¬ 
ity, relying entirely on our affection for the 
characters to sustain interest. 

Wahlberg trades lacklustre banter with 
his computer-generated pal and there’s 
an absence of on-screen chemistry with 
Seyfried.

Science and stars are in the spotlight at town gallery 


STUDENTS from North Shropshire Col¬ 
lege and a London film maker have turned 
the spotlight on science and the stars at 
Oswestry’s Qube Gallery.

Under the watchful eye of course 
coordinator, Faye Edwards, students Annie Rogers, Jas- 
sett Cook, Matthew Roberts, Sian Cooper, Thomas Lee, 
Levi Peirson and Samantha Griffiths have created a series 
of astronomical constellations of their imagination called 
‘Constructed Skies’. 

Faye said: “This has been a fantastic opportunity for 


the students. They’ve collaborated with a professional 
artist and gained a unique insight into the world of film 
artistry. 

“The students used close-up and macro lens photogra¬ 
phy techniques to capture special effects of smoke and 
coloured dyes dropped onto water.

OIL mixing company Morris Lubricants 
has been hailed for its overseas trade af¬ 
ter notching up significant growth last 
year.

200 exporters in the country in the Sun¬ 
day Times HSBC International Track

It follows two years in which the Castle

When I was a company car driver 
choosing which model best suit¬ 
ed my 40,000 miles a year was al¬ 
ways a problem. If only the Peu¬ 
geot 508 had been on the scene 
then. 

In a world where Ford’s Mondeo 
and Volkswagen’s Passat tend to have 
the advantage Peugeot bosses have 
clearly targeted fleet sales with the new 
508 and a recent 600 miles round trip 
proved it’s a model to figure promi¬ 
nently in any employee’s choice. 

Peugeot has bounced back in real style 
after a couple of sticky years in the sales 
charts and it’s little wonder the 508 is help¬ 
ing the French company’s profitability. 



a sheer joy to drive 


The 508 embodies the brand’s target to 
move up-market and the GT Line Blue HDi 
150 is a sheer joy to drive over long distanc¬ 
es - as five hour treks to Scotland and back 
proved. 

The test car benefited from an economi¬ 
cal and very efficient Euro 6, two litre engine 
unit and the six-speed manual produces just 
lOlg/km of C02 emissions - that’s as good 
as it gets in this segment. What that means 
is you won’t pay any excise licence fees in 
the first year and just £20 thereafter, figures 
certain to send fleet managers racing to their 
newest Peugeot dealership. 

With 0-62mph in 9.8 seconds and a top 
speed of 130mph this Peugeot matches 
most in sector and the French company 
claims 72.4mpg on the combined cycle, 
though it was nearer 65mpg on my round 
trip which is still impressive enough. 

The 508 has a longer wheelbase than the 
407 it has replaced, increasing in length to 
4.8 metres and is easily recognised with the 
stylish new Peugeot grille and prominent lion 
emblem. 

The GT Line gets new headlamps, day¬ 
time running lights, indicators and fog lamps 
which are all high technology 100% LED. 
There’s the cornering lighting function that I 
am now lost without and even the rear light¬ 
ing structure is a complete new design. 

The 508 is completely different once you 
are in the cabin too with a 7” touchscreen, 
grouping together most of the vehicle’s fea¬ 
tures in a particularly easy-to-find method. 

And Peugeot win accolades from me 
with the arrival of an outstanding Head-Up 
display system showing driving and navi¬ 
gation information in colour on a retractable

smoked screen - my personal favourite. 
Heating and ventilation controls are easy 
to operate are clearly marked and every 
other basic control is exactly where you 
would expect to find it. 

It’s as comfortable as it gets up front and 
I experienced very little fatigue at the end 
of a five hundred mile drive. Rear seat pas¬ 
sengers get ample leg and headroom too 
and 550 litres of boot space meant plenty 
of room for cases, golf clubs and trolley. 


Some might find the 508 a difficult car 
to park, it’s a big unit and does take some 
time to get used to, but there’s a good 
turning circle and plenty of help from a 
reversing camera and parking aids on the 
GT Line. 

The 508 GT Line Blue HDi 150 is the 
perfect fleet option and is also a big family 
grand tourer, ticking a lot of the right box¬ 
es. At £26,795 expect this model to be a 
popular choice.

TO THE EUROS

WITH just over a year to go un¬ 
til the Rio 2016 Paralympics, 
Oswestry’s Mark Fosbrook has 
a chance to stake his claim 
when he represents Great 
Britain at the 2015 European 
Wheelchair Basketball Cham¬ 
pionships later this summer 

Held at the University of Worcester 
Arena from August 28 to September 
6, the championships forms part of 
UK Sport’s National Lottery fund¬ 
ed “Every Road to Rio” programme 
which supports the nation’s athletes in 
their preparation and qualification for 
the Rio 2016 Olympic and Paralympic 
Games. 

Fosbrook and the GB Men’s Team, therefore, 
will not only be playing for an unprecedented 
third consecutive European title, but one of five 
highly coveted qualification places for next year’s 
Paralympic Games.
